REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT. 


THE  Board  of  Management  of  the  Manchester  Royal  Eye 
Hospital  has  pleasure  in  presenting  to  the  Trustees  and 
Subscribers  the  Annual  Report  and  Accounts  for  the 
year  1945,  the  one  hundred  and  thirty-first  year  of  the  Hospital’s 
work. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  has  been  as  follows  : — 

Out-patients  (new)  ...  42,099,  a  decrease  of  2,260 
In-patients  .  3,385,  a  decrease  of  301 

as  compared  with  1944.  The  average  length  of  stay  of  In-patients 
in  the  Hospital  was  16  days,  and  the  number  of  accidents  treated 
was  12,258,  an  average  of  34  per  day.  During  the  year  an 
average  of  11  beds  have  been  occupied  by  Service  patients.

The  members  of  the  Board  wish  to  express  their  cordial 
thanks  to  all  those  who  have  given  these  sums,  and  also  the  many 
firms,  individuals,  and  societies  who  have  continued  to  support 
the  Hospital. 

The  Board  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  to  Aliss  Dora 
Little  for  her  kind  donation  of  £500  for  the  purpose  of  endowing 
a  Cot  in  memory  of  her  father,  Dr.  David  Little,  who  was 
connected  with  the  Hospital  for  many  years. 

The  Board  would  like  to  remind  the  supporters  of  the 
Hospital  that  for  a  sum  of  £1,000  a  Bed  can  be  endowed  and 
named,  or  for  £500  a  Child’s  Cot. 

The  Old  Patients’  Remembrance  Bed  Scheme  continues  to 
maintain  four  beds  and  the  Board  wish  to  place  on  record  their 
appreciation  for  the  patients’  valuable  support. 

The  Board  express  their  appreciation  to  the  Manchester  and 
Salford  Hospital  Saturday  Fund  and  other  Funds  working  under 
the  reciprocal  agreement  scheme  for  their  continued  support. 

Since  the  cessation  of  hostilities,  the  Board  is  pleased  to 
report  that  authority  was  granted  for  the  removal  of  air  raid 
precautions,  such  as  blast  windows,  etc.  This  has  resulted  in 
giving  more  light  and  air  to  the  Wards  and  makes  the  Hospital 
much  brighter  and  healthier  for  the  patients. 

The  Board  is  pleased  to  report  that  their  colleagues  who 
have  served  in  H.A1.  Forces  have  now  returned  to  civilian  life, 
and  have  taken  up  their  activities  as  members  of  the  Board. 
A  hearty  welcome  awaited  them  all. 


/ 
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The  members  of  the  Medical  Staff  who  are  in  the  Forces  are 
expected  back  at  an  early  date,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  very 
near  future  more  staff  will  be  available  for  civilian  needs. 

The  Board  hope  that  very  soon  permission  will  be  granted 
for  the  rebuilding  of  the  blitzed  section,  when  more  accommo¬ 
dation  will  be  available  for  the  patients  and  staff. 

During  the  year,  lack  of  nursing  and  domestic  staff  has 
compelled  the  Board  to  close  two  wards,  which  has  resulted  in 
a  lower  average  of  beds  occupied  than  in  previous  years.  How¬ 
ever,  it  is  felt  that  during  the  coming  months  such  problems 
will  be  less  acute  and  the  Hospital  will  be  back  to  its  full  working 
capacity. 

The  Board  is  pleased  to  report  that  the  revised  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  the  Nurses’  Salaries  Committee  regarding  certain  grades 
of  the  nurses,  in  addition  to  the  Rushcliffe  Report,  have  been 
adopted  by  the  Hospital  as  from  the  1st  January,  1946. 

During  the  year  the  Board  feel  that,  although  difficulties 
have  been  considerable,  the  Hospital  has  fulfilled  its  obligations 
to  the  patients. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  reduced  the  number  of  reserved 
beds  for  E.M.S.  cases  from  50  to  15,  which  has  given  additional 
beds  for  civilian  use. 

The  members  of  the  Board  tender  their  cordial  thanks  to  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staff  for  their  attention  to  the  welfare  of  the 
patients,  and,  coupled  with  them,  the  Honorary  Consultant 
Surgeons.  • 

The  work  of  the  Resident  Medical  Staff  has  given  every 
satisfaction  to  the  Board.  Dr.  R.  S.  Scott,  m.b.,  ch.b.,  d.o.m.s., 
fills  the  post  of  Acting  Resident  Surgical  Officer,  and  that  of 
House  Surgeon  is  held  by  Dr.  B.  Boas. 

The  Board  desire  to  express  their  grateful  thanks  to  the 
General  Superintendent,  the  Matron,  and  members  of  the  Nursing, 
Household,  and  other  sections  of  the  Staff  for  their  able  services 
during  the  year. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  and  operations  performed 
during  the  year  will  be  found  in  the  Medical  Report.

Government. 


I. — This  Charity  shall  be  known  and  distinguished 
by  the  name  of  the  “  Manchester  Royal  Eye 
Hospital  ”  ;  and  the  government  thereof  shall  be  vested  in  the 
hands  of  the  Trustees,  qualified  as  hereafter  mentioned. 


Out-patients’  — ^11  persons  subscribing  One  Guinea  and  upwards 

Sonsmmenda"  annually  shall  be  Trustees.  Every  Trustee  shall  be 
entitled  to  recommend  twenty  Out-patients  a  year, 
and  the  authorised  representative  of  any  township,  body  corporate, 
societjr,  or  firm  contributing  such  amount  shall  possess  the  same 
privilege.  Every  Trustee  shall  be  at  liberty  to  vote  at  any  General 
Meeting.  Any  clergyman  or  other  minister  of  religion  shall,  for 
the  twelve  calendar  months  next  after  payment  of  a  collection 
made  by  him  in  aid  of  the  Hospital,  be  entitled  to  recommend 
twenty  Out-patients. 


Life  Trustees,  jjj — -All  persons  contributing  the  sum  of  Ten  Guineas 
and  upwards,  at  any  one  time,  shall  be  Trustees  during  life  ;  and 
the  authorised  representative  of  any  township,  body  corporate, 
or  society  contributing  the  like  sum  shall  be  a  Trustee. 


Trustees  IV. — The  Honorary  Medical  Officers  of  this  Hospital

shall  be  Trustees  ex  officio,  having  the  power  also  of 
admitting  In-patients  without  recommendation  in  all  cases  of 
emergency. 
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Subscriptions,  y — All  subscriptions  for  the  current  year  shall  be

deemed  to  become  due  on  the  anniversary  of  the  day 
on  which  they  were  first  paid. 

General  Meet-  yp — An  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  shall 
and  Special,  i>e  held  in  March,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  a  report 
from  the  Board  of  Management  and  transacting  other  customary 
business  ;  and  Special  General  Meetings  shall  be  held  at  such 
times  as  may  be  determined  upon  by  the  Board  of  Management  ; 
six  days’  notice  of  all  such  General  Meetings  to  be  given  by 
advertisement  in  two  Manchester  papers,  and  not  less  than  five 
Trustees  being  present  to  constitute  the  meeting. 

Legislation.  VII.— The  power  of  making  and  repealing  laws  shall 
be  vested  only  in  the  General  Meeting  :  and  no  proposal  for 
altering  any  of  the  rules  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  received  unless 
at  least  a  fortnight’s  notice  of  such  intended  alteration  has  been 
given  by  advertisement  in  two  of  the  Manchester  papers. 

Honorary  offi-  VIII.— At  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Trustees  a 
Management.  President,  a  firm  of  qualified  Auditors,  and  a  Board 
of  Management  shall  be  elected.  The  Board  of  Management  shall 
consist  of  not  less  than  twelve  members.  Any  vacancy  on  the 
Board  occurring  during  any  year  may  be  filled  by  the  Board, 
but  any  such  appointment  shall  be  subject  to  confirmation  at 
the  next  ensuing  Annual  Meeting.  The  Board  shall  have  the 
power  of  electing  or  displacing  the  Honorary  Medical  Officers  and 
all  paid  Officials  and  Servants,  and  of  superintending  the  entire 
management  of  the  Institution.  The  meetings  of  this  Board  shall 
be  held  at  least  monthly,  and  two  shall  form  a  quorum,  except 
in  the  election  of  any  Honorary  Medical  Officers,  when  the  quorum 
shall  be  six. 

Finances.  IX.- — The  finances  of  the  Charity  shall  be  under  the 

control  of  the  Board  of  Management,  who  shall  have  the  immediate 
management  thereof.

Legates13  and  — ^11  donations  and  legacies  exceeding  £500  (except 

when  otherwise  specially  given)  shall  be  invested  as 
soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  and  the  interest  thereof  shall  be 
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available  for  current  annual  expenses.  Donations  and  legacies 
not  exceeding  £500,  and  not  given  specially  for  investment,  may 
be  applied  towards  the  current  annual  expenses.  The  capital  of 
the  funds  of  the  Charity  shall  not  be  dealt  with,  except  for  the 
purposes  of  investment,  without  the  sanction  of  the  Trustees  at 
the  Annual  General  Meeting  or  a  Meeting  specially  called  for  that 
purpose,  but  any  sum  or  sums  not  exceeding  £250  in  any  one 
year  may  be  applied  out  of  the  capital  of  the  funds  to  meet 
deficiencies  on  Revenue  Account. 

Trustees  XT.— There  shall  not  be  less  than  four  special  Trustees, 

and  all  the  property  of  the  Charity  (except  such  as 
shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  or  the  Bankers)  shall  be 
vested  in  the  names  of  at  least  two  of  such  Special  Trustees  upon 
trust  solely  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Charity.  Such  Special 
Trustees  shall  be  elected  at  an  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the 
Trustees,  or  at  any  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  specially  called  for 
that  purpose,  and  the  names  of  such  Trustees  shall  be  printed  in 
the  Annual  Report.  Any  vacancies  occurring  amongst  the  Special 
Trustees  during  any  year  may  be  filled  up  by  the  Board  of  Manage¬ 
ment,  who  may,  if  they  think  fit,  appoint  any  member  or  members 
of  the  Board  to  supply  such  vacancies. 


— The  funds  of  the  Charity  shall,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Management,  be  invested  in  the  names  of  not  less 
than  two  Special  Trustees  in  any  stocks,  funds,  or  securities  in  or 
upon  which  trust  funds  may  for  the  time  being  be  authorised  by 
law  to  be  invested,  or  in  or  upon  the  bonds,  debentures,  debenture 
stock,  mortgages,  or  securities  of  any  public,  municipal,  or  local 
body  or  authority  in  the  United  Kingdom,  but  not  in  any  stocks,

Honorary  XV. — The  Honorary  Medical  Staff  shall  consist  of 
paid  officers.  Consulting  Surgeons,  Honorary  Surgeons  or  Honorary 
Assistant  Surgeons,  an  Honorary  Pathologist,  and  such  other 
Officers  as  the  Board  of  Management  may  think  fit  to  appoint. 
When  a  Surgeon  has  fulfilled  the  duties  of  his  office  for  a  period  of 
twenty  vears  he  shall  be  entitled  to  become,  at  his  own  option, 
Consulting  Surgeon,  and  any  Surgeon  having  attained  the  age  of 
sixty-five  years  shall  be  placed  on  the  list  of  Consulting  Surgeons.
